25.—Expressing 
the hope that President Wilson will 
use the powers conferred in the food 
bill to fix the prices on all commodi- 
ties of neces'sity, Senator La Follette 
discusses at some length in La Fol- 
lette's Magazine issued today the pro- 
visions of the federal food bill signed 
by the president last week.

U. S. IN PROBLEM 


OF FEEDING BELGIUM

Washington, D. C., Aug. 25.—Bel- 
gians will get food quickly and neu- 
trals will have some of their wants 
supplied through a.n arrangement en- 
tered into today by the food commis- 
sion and the governments of the neu- 
tral European countries. 
It was decided to let thirty or more 
Dutch shipp sail at onne from an At- 
lantic port carrying grain owned by 
the Netherlands government, on con- j 
dition that the greater part of the car- 
goes shall be used for relief to the 
Belgians.
